Their 
names are Henry Rochefort ; Pitscal Givmsset 
ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs ; M. Purdo, 
late Minister of Finance ; Oliver Pain, ex- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs ; M. Balliere, 
ex-Aide-de-Camp to Geiier.al Rossel ; and M. 
D’llillien, ex-Coramandaut of the National 
Guard, all of whom occupied their several 
pnsitirms under tho Government of the Com- 
mune. They have .uvrived at Sydney, but 
how they contrived to escape, and all' other 
particulars, at present remain a mystery. 
They are reserved, and give no infovimation 
for fear of implicating their friends wl]o aided 
the escape. No doubt the whole affair was 
well planned. On British soil they are safe 
as political refugees.

Difference in Value of Gold. 

On this matter, Mr T. L, Shepherd writes 
to the Dally Times the subjoined letter, in 
which there are some interesting features 

“During the hate agitation as to the low 
price ]iaid for gold to tho banks, I waited 
upon tlie various Bank Mamagors in Dnnedin 
with the view of inducing them to raise the 
price, which they snbseqnentlv, to a small 
extent, did. My object in addressing this 
letter to you is to make public the infoi-ma,- 
tioii given mo by the Mamiger of the Bank 
of New S()utli ’Y.ltcs as to tlie relativ-e valno 
of gold obt.aiiied in various localities within 
the Province. It is ,as follows Lawrence, 
2d more than Cromwell ; Dunstaii, 5d do ; 
Mount Ida^ lOd do : Dunst.aii Creek, Is 7d ; 
Blacks, Is 7d do. From the above it will be 
observed tlrnt gold purchased at Cromwell 
is of the lowest value, and Dmistan Creek 
mid Blacks (Dryhre:ul) the highest. The 
price paid for gold is fixed by the lowest 
standard (Cromwell), therefore miners ob- 
taining gold in other districts, .are getting far 
less for their gold, in proportion to its value, 
than they should, even admitting the present 
price is a fair one for the Cromwell giild. The 
Maii.ager of the B.ank of New South W.-des, 
upon my pointing out this, stated that ho 
was quite willing and preji.ared to purchase 
gold by assay, if forwarded to tho Dunedin 
offtce, where they liave a complete assay 
staff. Ponding better .arrangements with the 
Meibonrne Mint, I advise minors obtaining 
gold of thcliigliost standard, to soli tlieirgohl 
by assay, and not at the race fixed b'/tho 
Banks.” 



COLD ASSAYING 

It will be remembered tli.at some time .ago 
a quantity of gold wa.s forwarded to the Vic- 
torian Mint for the juirposc of being .assayed. 
This was done in order to .ascertain ivhetlicr 
by doing so the iniiieni could realise more for 
their gold than by selling it to tlie banks. 
Returns liavc now been received for 300tiz. 
forwarded to the Mint. Tlie cross amount 
returned for the above is £1,177. We give 
more detailed information regarding the re- 
sult of the assay From Mount Ida, fiO’lSoz, 
were forwavdwl.

Joseph Arch, ■ . ■ 

An exebange says that Joseph Arch, who 
is now in Canada, is one of tho niost remark- 
able men of his !ige, A humble farm labourer 
of imperfect ediicat'on, without a vote, he is 
the hope and leader of 80,000 farm , l abourers, 
and is better known, more loved by tlie class 
he befriends, and more feared by the privi- 
leged ai istocracy than any man in the British 
Isles, . It would appear as if tlie forces which 
took Cincinnatns from his ploiigh to save 
Rome, and Cromwell from his Huntingdon 
brewery to deliver England, have brought 
Joseph Arch, the Warwickshire farmlabourer, 
to tho enfranchisement of tlie down-trodden 
c’as.sos of his native land. He h.as coiiie 
forth to imake a study of the miserable over- 
populated dwellings, the scanty pay, the in- 
ferior food, the bad social surroundings of 
vast multitudes of people who till the soil in 
England, while they live like serfs, and he 
will apparently do much to better their con- 
dition. Already he is followed by the bene- 
dictions of men and women, who cry out as 
he passes, “God bless you! Our children 
never had meat iintirynii came.” He is a 
“sturdy Saxon kaboiirer,” of blonde com- 
plexion and light blue eyes, a strange frank 
look, and strong features. His face is 
weatherbeaten, and -bears traces of small- 
pox ; the under face is squarish, the cheek 
bones prominent, the forehead- Idgh and 
broad. But he is gifted with that wliich 
Saad regarded as his gi-e.atost earthly tre.v 
sure, a sweet voice, and his voice has its own 
physiognomy in a most winning smile. With 
perfect independence and simplicity in his 
manner, he takes his seat before the noble 
loi-d nr the humble labourer, and with equal 
courtesy ; he converses with tlie utmost 
frankiicBS, as one who has nothing to conceal ; 
and lie has tlie high charm of a reformer, the 
faculty of completely forgetting himself in 
his cause. Joseph Arch is a native of Barton, 
Warwick, and is now forty-five years of age. 
He was born in the luiiiiblest social eonultion, 
among the c.ass who rarely rise above the 
common level. While labouring in the field 
Arch tauglit himself to read, and the com- 
p.anions of his toil ever were the Bible and 
the newspaner. He was married at the age 
of twenty-five, .and had two children at the 
time when he first felt the terrible yiressure 
of want. He was getting Is fid per day, and 
he struck. From that time ho never took 
reguliir employmeut, but worked liv the job. 
He excelled in hedge planting. Tliis caused 
him to lead .a nomaiidic life, studying the 
condition of the people, and, often after a 
light Slipper sleeping at night in a barn or 
under a hedge-row. 



Beauty Sleep. — Sleep obtained two hours 
before midnight, when the iiepativo forces 
are in operation, is the rest which most recii- 
yierates the system, giving brightness to the 
eye and a glow to tlie cheek. The difl'erenco 
between tlie appe.araiice of a person wlio 
habitually retires at ten o’clock, and tliat of 
one who sits up till twelve is quite muark- 
able. The tone of the system, so evident in 
the complexion, the clearness and sparkle of 
tlie eye, .and the softness of the lines of tho 
features are, iri a person of lie.alth, kept at 
“ concert pitch” by taking regular rest two 
hours before twelve o’clock, and tlicrcbv ob- 
t.aining the beauty sleep of the night. There 
is a heaviness of tlie eye, a sullowness of 
skill, and .absence of tliat glow in the face 
which renders it fresh in expression and 
round in appear.ance, that readily distin- 
guishes the person who keeps late hours. 

Aslialitee is probably tlie richest gold 
country in the world. In the .alluvial dig- 
gings the precious raet.al is found at a depth 
of from five to ten feet in nuggets of 41bs and 
upwards. On tlie banks of tlie Bav.a and 
Frabe rivers many thousands of slaves are 
employed for two moiitlis every year collcct- 
ingtho gold dust brought down by tlie Hoods, 
Travellers relate that, on great occ,asions, 

I the chiefs appear so loaded with solid gold, 
that they .are obliged to rest their arm's on 
the shoulders of slaves. Coomassie is 150 
miles from the coast, and tho Faiitee country 
lies between Ashaiitee .ami the English settle- 
ment. The population of Ashantec is csli- 
niateil at 3,000,000. Tho Ashantecs excel 
in the m.aniifaoturo of cotton cloths, and in 
the brilliancy of tlieir dyes. Tliey make 
piod carthenw.ave, ban le.ather, and work in 
iron, manufacture sword-blade.s of superior 
workmanship, ami display great skill and 
baste in the fabrication of articles of gold. 

A singnlar case of andacity was displayed 
by a woman, named -J.inc GLiss, at Port Ciuil- 
niers, yesterday. On the previous day she was 
iniliotod at the Supreme Court with the robbery 
of £70 or £80 from a cardenor, and us the case 
rested upon circumstantial evidence, through the 
money not being found, she was acquitted. No 
sooner, however, was she at. liberty, then sbo 
took a passage to the Port, where an nnsneeess- 
fill attempt to change a £2fl-note was mailo by 
her, and she was subseqiientlv taken into ens- 
toily for dnmkcnness. On being searclied, the ' 
banl;-notc w.as taken rrnin hor, and ioiind by tho 
niiuibcr to be a part of the uioncy she was char"od

An extraordinary meeting of shareholders was

The last crushing (two weeks’) of the 
Star of the East yielded 85 ounces of gold from 
100 tons of stoiie. 

Mr F. J. Wilson has been appointed 
Legal Manager for the Reliance Company, in 
room of Mr D, MacKellar, resigned. 

The boy Anderson, who had his leg 
amputated as the result of the coach accident, 
died in the Hospital at Lawrence on the 9Hi 
instant. Mrs Anderson continues to improve. 

The contract for driving tho Star of the 
East tnnncl has been taken by Messrs Knudsen 
and party. The Star Company are bringing out 
stone at the present time at considerable disad- 
vantage for want of the tunnel. 

The Crom well Company’s mill is stopped 
at present, in consequence, we suppose, of Mr 
J. Reekie having resigned the management of 
the company’s affairs. The stone which is being 
brought up is reported as being very good ; some 
think even better than any yet crushed. 

It is rejiorted that Mr Jones, one of the 
th ree owners of the Young Australian quartz 
mining claim, has sold ont for something be- 
tween £300 iind £400. Mr Jones is leaving for 
the Palmer rush. The purchasers are Messrs 
^Williams and Edwards, the other shareholders 
in the claim. 

The Carrick Range Water Supply Com- 
pany have at length completed all the necessary 
negotmtions for procuring the advance of £4000 
from the Government, which has been so long 
promised. The deeds, we believe, are duly exe- 
cuted, .and it only remains to receive the advance 
of c.'ish, or a portion of it. 

• The following was the only business of 
any interest at the last meeting of the Waste 
Land Board in Dunedin 1 — “Mr W. Goodtill 
applied to purchase or lease from 50 to 250 acres 
on Loughnnn’s Unn. on the dutlia River, about 
10 miles above Cromwell. The Board had no 
power to de.il with the matter. ” 

The fever which has now become an 
epidemic in Ornmwel! shows no signs as yet of 
abating as far as the number of cases is con- 
cemeiL A number of fresh cases have occurred 
during the week, although we are pleased to re- 
port they do not appear to be of such a malig- 
iiant type ns some of the earlier ones. Medical 
authorities ascribe it to the impure water, and 
<lefective s.initary arrangements. The aame re- 
port w.as made last year by Dr Lake, now of 
Switzers, but no attention was paid to it by the 
municipal authorities at that time. 

Mr M'Cormick is making very' good 
progress with the erection of the bridge at the 
Nevis Ferry ; in fact, there appears a strong 
probability that the bridge will be finished be- 
fore the appro.aoh on the Western side is com- 
jpleted. We have been informetl that the Gn- 
I vernment are going to do that portion of the 
work, and that the necessary levels have been 
taken for that purpose. It should be pusheil 
on without further delay, as it would be a pity 
to have the bridge standing idle for want of an 
approach. 

Mr M‘Nulty lias finished the contract 
which he bad on the road between the bridge 
and Messrs Gondger and Kuhtze's brewery. It 
has not been formally accepted by the Govern- 
ment, in consequence of the .absence at Dunedin 
of the District Engineer. The gravelling done 
by Mr M‘Nulty will prove to be a great improve- 
ment when the rainy weather sets in. The 
gravel will then set a little, and form a hard 
ro.ad. — The contract taken by Mr Dnimmey, for 
the gravelling of a portion of the Clyde road, 
near Mr Felton’s, is also progressing well. The 
fid! benefit of this will not be experienced till 
the winter has set in. . 

"We cannot help expressing our regret 
that none of the miners in the Cromwell district 
thought it worth their while to send their gold 
to Melbourne for assay, as provided by the re- 
cent Government regulations. Mr Shepherd, as 
will bo seen by snotlier column, represents the 
Cromwell gold as being worth less per ounce 
than that of any other portion of the Province. 
Tt certainly appe.ars a curious thing to ns th.at 
the Bannockburn gold, for instance, should assay 
so badly, when gold from the Star, the Oak, the 
Elizabeth, and several other quartz claims on 
the Carrick, is found to be nearly pure. The 
experiment ought to be made by some of our en- 
teqirising sluicing companies, to see what the 
value of their gold really is. 

The Corporation of Riverton would seem 
to be blessed with a Town Clerk, whose services 
(for their v,aviety and value) w'ould be difficult 
to over, estimate. J'he local paper says : — “ The 
versatile Town Clerk of Riverton is at present 
devoting the whole of the immense energies he 
possesses to enforcing proper respect being paid 
to the municipal bye-l.aws. The sight of that 
official walking up the street, casting his eagle 
glance around, strikes terror in the he.avts of 
citizens possessing animals of truant dispositions. 
The other day Mr Gi'.ant. while roaming about 
the other day in search of sti'ay cattle, found a 
jicr.ambnl.ator containing a child standing unpro- 
Itccted on the sido-walk. He immediately ef- 
fected a capture, and proceeded to trundle his 
prize triumphantly to the jjnuiid. He had not 
gone far when the young lady who had charge of 
the vehicle turned up, and “ w'ent fori’Mr Grant 
under heavy pressure nf canvass, and with such 
effect that lie leliuquished his capture and beat

Mr HnUowayj delegate from England on 
behalf of the Agricultural Farm Labourers’ 
Tlnion, addressed a crowded, meeting of the 
citizens on Friday evening, in the Masonic 
Hall, on the subject of “His Impressions of 
this Province in reference to Immigration.” 

His Worship the Mayor toojc the chair, 
and introduced the speaker. 

Mr Holloway prefaced Ms remarks on the 
subject more immediately concerning the 
meeting by giving a short account of his own 
career. iJntll two years ago, when he had 
joined the Agricultural Labour TJnion, he 
liad worked as farm labourer, and had done 
so from his childhood. He spoke at great 
length with reference to the hardships and 
privations which English labourers suffered. 
In auraerset, Dorset, and Devonshire, pre- 
vious, to the starting of the Union, agricul- 
tural iabonrers werw getting 7s. to 8s. a week ; 
in Gloucester, Berks, Buckinghamshire, and 
Oxford, 10s.; Warwickshire. 12s, or 13s.; 
Lincolnshire, 19s. ; and in Yorkshire, 18s. 
Since the establishment of the Union, wages 
in all these counties had risen 2s. or 3s. a 
week. The Union had also assisted large 
numbers to emigrate to Queensland, New 
Zealand, Canada, and America. The dele- 
gates from the Union who had been sent to 
Canada and Queensland had been cordially 
received and assisted by the respective Go- 
vernments of those conntries, and the re.sult 
was that large numbers had emigrated there. 
Mr Holloway then testified' to the kindly 
welcome he himself had received from the 
Superintendent and people of Otago. He 
was struck, on his anlval, with the evident 
freedom and independence of Colonial life, 
and appearances generally betokened comfort 
and freedom among the working classes. On 
his travels through the Province, he was 
surprised at the sparseness of the population. 
All the country wanted, he considered, was 
an influx of immigrants, and the proper ad- 
ministration of the land laws, to make it 
prosperous. Everywhere, he had been met 
with the cry of scarcity of hands. There was 
no comparison between the condition of the 
labouring class here and at home. Mr Hol- 
loway then referred to the land laws of tlie 
Province. He depreciated the hundreds 
system, and the plan of allowing large blocks 
to be purchased by one person. The deferred 
payment system he considered an excellent 
one, and if the Government would give an 
assurance that tliis would be freely carried 
out and liberal provision made for settlement 
on the land, he could conscientiously go 
home, and do his utmost to induce emigra- 
tion to the Colony. 

Afteralarge number of questions had been 
answered by Mr Hollow'ay, 

A motion, proposed by Mr J. P. Ann- 
strong, .ex M.P.C., thanking Mr Holloway 
for his address, and also thanking the inhabi- 
tanta of Roxburgh for having been the means 
of directing much attention to our land laws, 
was carried unanimously.

do produce ; land secondly, (tlioiigh it ap- 
pears a rather contradictory feeling,) tliiit 
BO little gold should bu produced from such 
an extensive district. 

Let us, then, look at some portions of 
the district which in our opinion remain 
to be largely devclopcdj There is, for in- 
stance, tlie Oai'drona. A deep lend is sup- 
posed, — we might almost say, has been 
demonstrated, — to exist in that locality; 
and yet the district is not going aheud as 
it ought to do. From the Cliitha to the 
present workings, the valley stretches up 
for nearly eighteen miles of which about 
one mile and a half only have been 
fairly prospected, let alone worked. There 
can be no doubt wliatever, that gold exists 
in payable quantities in many other parts 
of the valley, if not, indeed, throughout its 
whole length ; and yet it has been found 
an impracticable thing to induce any num- 
ber of miners to go outside of the present 
workings to look foi it. Even in the present 
workings, a lack of enterjuise is noticeable. 
None of the companies Lave yet fairly 
tackled the deep ground, tho dilEoulties 
caused by tho presence of water being too 
seriou-s. Tli e sb allow ground consequently 
is worked only, and even in it the water 
proves a serious obstacle. If the com- 
panies would only unite in forming a com- 
mon tail-race, or in erecting pumping ma- 
chinery at the lower end of the present 
workings, instead of each one trying to 
deal with its own claim separately, some 
progress might be made. We venture to 
say that both the shallow ground and deep 
ground would then be able, even in the 
comparatively old claims, to support three 
times the number they at present do. En- 
couragement would also be given to other 
miners to take up ground further down the 
valley than at present, and gradually the 
Cardrona would be developed into a gold- 
field, instead of being, as now, only a sub- 
district. We strongly recommend the co- 
oper:|Jive principle to the Cardrona miners. 
We are sure no district presents a finer 
field for a trial of it than theirs does. The 
some remarks apply in a great measure to 
the Nevis district. A judicious combina- 
tion of companies there would produce as- 
tonishing i-esults. We_made allusion to the 
Cromwell fiat some time ago as never hav- 
ing been prospected, and we remarked 
that it showed a great lack of enterprise in 
our midst, Men with capital and men 
without will go away one or two thousand 
mites to a Palmer or a Port Darwin, con- 
tent to spend a hundred or two on the 
merest chance of gold being got in these 
places, and yet they will not venture a ten 
]) 0 und note in pros])ecting as likely places 
at home. If they fell in with the same 
ground at the Palmer, they would try it 
at once, and settle directly its auriferous 
or non-auriferous qualities. But in the 
Cromwell distiict, because, we suppose, 
they walk or ride over it so often, 
they think nothing of it. Let it be tried, 
we say, at any rate, before trying the un- 
cert-din fortunes of a Palmer or any other 
distant rush, A gentleman well known 
in this district, though but a sort time 
resident in it, assured us that the Crom- 
well and Dunstan flats bear a strikin'; re- 
semblance to those, or rather that one 
in the Gnlgong district which has proved so 
rich.' The only difference in the two 
places, he said, was that in one there was

ALLUVIAL MINING, 

We now come to the alluvial resources 
of the district, and in speaking of them we 
shall be as brief as jiossible. 

The first thing which strikes a stranger 
to gold-fields districts, on his first ajTival 
in the Cromwell one, is the, apparent ab- 
sence of all mining operations; and we 
must confess that he has some grounds for 
womlerraenL Compared to the great ex- 
tent of the district, there are no mining 
works of any consequence to be seen ; 
nothing at any rate which can be compared 
to the workings which meet the eye of the 
st.r-anger going into Tuapeba, or throngli 
the township of Naseby. There are a few 
sluicing claims in tho banka of the Kawarau 
above and opposite the township of 
Cromwell, and a few at the Bannockburn, 
and a few in out-of-the-way gullies from 
the Lowbum upwards ; and the Nevis and 
the Cardrona each support about a hundred 
European miners. Nothing of all these 
workings can 'oe seen, however, by the 
stranger, and it is not without a feeling of 
surprise that he learns, — first, that such 
few workings produce so much gold as they 



abundant facilities for getting mining tim- 
ber, whilst in the other it is only procur- 
able with expense and difficulty. Would 
the experiment not Iw worth trying ) Who 
knows but a richer than Gnlgong flat 
might be found to exist! At the West 
Coast ru.sh, w'ould any one in this district 
have believed tliat gullies like Bailey’s 
gully would have been discovered in the 
Bannockburn district ; or that the terraces 
round the Lowburn itself would bo proved 
to be auriferous ; or that quartz reefs would 
be so numerous as tliey have proved to be! 
A year ago, even, was it thought that Sur- 
face Hill or tlie valley of the Roaring 
Meg wore auriferous ! 

Time and space would fail ns if we Avere 
to go into all the speculative jirobahilities 
of the development winch tlie district will 
yet witness ; but we trust enough has been 
said to warrant the conclusion that there 
may yet he an extension of the alluvial 
branch of mining beyond even our wildest 
speculations. It should he the duty ofthose 
who now pos.sess any interest in tlie dis- 
trict’s prosperity, to further, byevery means 
in their power, any scheme wliielr might 
lead to a development of its resources. 
Particularly would we like to see a com- 
pany formed to sink a shaft in some likely 
part of the Cromwell flat, to settle the 
question whether there existed underneath 
a deposit of auriferous wash rich enough 
to ]>ay for working. The company should 
consi.st of a large number of shareholders, 
so that iu the event of its turning out a 
non-success, the loss on each individual 
might be light. 



THt; COM510NA11E QUESTION. 

To the Editor of the Ceomwei.i, Arcu.s. 

Sir, — I have read as much of what has boon 
written upon the above aubjoct as I could put 
my hands, or ratlier iny sight on, and— woe is 
me I— I liave listened to a groat deal that has 
been talked about the sivme, but I cannot say I 
am satisfied that the proper remedy has been yet 
suggested to the public against the intolerable 
grievance tliat wc lahour under in this district, 
in that wc caunut run a single hurse or a cow 
without the graciotta ptnuiimion of the surruiiud- 
ing runholdei's. I have road a letter in your 
columns from one of tho runhoidera adjacent, in 
which he skates that his class do not object to 
the 6onft ftle miner running a horse or a cow on 
the gtoniid leased by them. Admitting this to 
be true, not only for tho writer of that letter, 
but also for the very extensive mimher of per. 
sons thathevoncae8for(courageou3 iinlividual !), 
what then ? Surely this admits that without 
permission the horse or cow cannot be ruu ; and 
sucb, I fear, is undoubtedly tlie correct view of 
the case, Now, Sir, is it right or proper that I, 
who claim to be an independent man, must (me- 
taphorjcally) go down on my knees and beg any 
man to allosv me to do a thing I am willing to 
pay for, and believe I am under the spirit, 
though not under the letter, of the Gold-fields 
Regulations, justly entitled to claim as a right ? 
And suppose that after having humbled myself, 
and obtained permission to run a horse and cow 
from Smith the ruuholder, Smith sells out to 
Brown— what guarantee have I that Brown will 
not order my cattle off at once, and if I do not 
take them, immediately put them into that 
barren inciosure known as the pound? And 
when, after hours of fatigue tnd pounds of 
expense, 1 get my cow kick, will I not find that 
her milk is dried up ? and will not niy children 
have to put up with tea without milk, or with 
water— and such water (for I may tell you tliat 
[ live in Cromwell)— for peril, aps nine or ten 
months? 

All the writing and talking that I mentioned 
above seems only to have resulted in inducing 
the Governuieut to enter into negooiations with 
Messrs Longhiian for the purchase of 70011 acres 
of the hare, hai-ren flat that adjoins Cromwell ; 
but unfortunately, or perhaps 1 should siy fortu- 
nately, -Messi’s I'. Uougimim and Co. could not 
come to terms with the Government. If the 
7000 acres had been handed over as a common- 
age, how much better off should we ho ? Very 
little, I opine. True, we, or rather a few — a 
very fetv— of ns who live io Cromwell or its im- 
mediate vicinity, may have been able to run 
enough cows to keep our immediate f.amilies in 
milk, and perhaps have been able to keep one 
horse a-piece ; but what would have become of 
the miners and others at the Bannockburn, 
Nevis, and other important and well-populated 
parts of the Kawarau district? They would 
have been as badly off as ever. 

Now, Sir, it seems to me tint if an ide.a occurs 
to anyone, or if they bear of an idea which they 
fancy may have a tendency to ameliorate the 
grievance, they are in duty hound to lay it 
before the public, so that it may he considered 
by those whose duty it is to legislate in this 
matter; and if worthless, the reason of its 
worthlessness shown, and if good, adopted. It 
has been suggested to me that tho only proper 
cure would be to allow every man in the district 
to run as many horses and cfvttle as he wishes to, 
so long as he pays fur the same a fair price. 
The price which the runholders at present pay 
is 3s 6d per head for great cattle, and 7d for 
small. It would be iiijudiciuua, I think, to 
allow miners and others not solely engaged iu 
pastoral pursuits, to compete with tlie ruiihohU-r 
on equal terms, and it would be as well not to 



Old European and American lines ? On the lat- 
ter, often over worse roads tliaii there are ho- 
twcon here and Dunedin. I cannot see why tho 
jdnruey should not he maile in thirty hours at 
the most, J’his would give a sjieed of only five 
miles an hour. Surely tliis coqld ho obtained. 
It Would then he ))ossiblo to send letters, aud 
obtain answers to them, tlii eo times a week, anil 
would be far hotter for passenger traffic ; for 
who would not r.atlier have thirty hours’ missry 
and have done with it, than have a short inter- 
mission, and then a renewal of the misery,— to 
say nothing of the great saving of time to the 
passengers themselves.

“ There has been a good deal of discontent 
among employers of labour for a few days 
back on account of the difficulty in getting 
anything like qualified servants, especially 
for farm work. The good old stamp of 
ploiigliinan is not to be got, even at tempting 
wages. It is vexing to see the uselessness 
of many late arrivals. It is difficult to know 
wliat to do with many who apply for work, 
when they have no trade or particular calling, 
and often tliey can neither i-ead nor write.

Apnl 13, 1874. 

A CMC of what may bo called' apontancoua 
combuatk a considerably alarmed the inhabi- 
tiinta on the liight of the 9 th inat. The 
^ang-hcap from the stables of the Dunstan 
Hotel heated to such an extent that it was 
almost if not entirely in a blaiso. Constable 
Madigan observed the great smoke rising 
about two in the morning, and gave the 
alarm. The (ire-bell was rung, and assistance 
was soon at hand, and though it was quickly 
got under beyond the possibility of danger, 
atilt a long time elapsed before it was com- 
pletely put 'out. It was very lucky that it 
'was Observed so soon, for had it been allowed 
to go on until iiiorniug, a weather-board 
stable closa’adjoiniiig and a number of horses 
' would have been destroyed. The police have 
had the landlord at Court since for allowing 
a , nuisance to accumulate' on his premises, 
but the case Was dismissed, as the nuisance 
was being removed. The magistrate stated 
tliat a heap of stable manure could hardly be 
reckoned a nuisance. I observe since, how- 
ever, that other landlords have been clearing 
up their dunghills. 

.(Sreat ky'mpatby is felt for the sufferers by 
the late coach accident, especially for Mr 
Daniel Anderson and liis family, that gentle- 
man having been long well known and highly 
respected in the district. If the coaches of 
the lii'in of Ctibb and Co. were on a par with 
•the ■ instinct of some of their horses, there 
■would be but little fear of accidents. A pair 
of their horses, which were bringing a buggy 
up to Clyde, thought fit to start on tlieir own 
account from Inslay’s farm, seven miles out, 
w'hile tliB driver was getting some refrash- 
nieut, and came on to Clyde by themselves. 
By the track of the buggy, it was seen that 
they had taken the usual road round by tlio 
post-office, apparently thinking they had the 
miiils to deliver. They then went up the 
street, and turned in to the yard of the Dun- 
stau Hotel, whicii is at right angles to tlie 
street, passing the coach ■which was standing 
in tile narrow lane leading to the stables, 
Several horsemen turned out along the road 
in qqest of the driver, and found him snug 
in bed at Insley’s. He expressed his confi- 
dence that the liorse.s would get home all 
right. ' As a sort of punishment, it seems 
the horses ■were pat up at livery for the 
niglrt, for which the driver had to pay. 

■The Committee of the 'Miners’ Association 
had a meeting on Saturday night last, The 
delegate, Mr Sims, explained the action lie 
took at the late Confoieuce. He said he 
missed a good deal of important matter from 
the reports he had seen of the proceedings. 
A vote of thanks was recorded to liim by the 
Committee. On the qtmstion of finance, and 
]iaying the delegate and the only other cre- 
ditor, the Dnasfan Timrs, there was consider- 
able discussion. It was, however, resolved 
that the money in hand, some £7, be equally 
divided between them, and that the full ac- 
counts be laid before the next meeting. On 
the question of the price of gold, a residutinn 
asking the Central Executive to test the feel- 
ings of the miners in the Province relative 
to the resolution of Mr Colclough to sell gold 
to one bank only ; and, if possible, to bring 
the same into operation. Steps were taken 
to circulate the petltion.s and subscription 
lists to hand from the central body, and to 
liave them returned as soon , 1.3 possible. It 
was also resolved to oppose the application of 
Mr T. 'Wilson to purchase land at Yankee 
Flat, — for which he had got the consent of 
the nmhrdder, — on the ground that tlie land 
wrs auriferous ; and the president was in- 
stmoted to telegraph tlie Chief Commissioner 
to withhold sale qntil they had an opportu- 
nity of stating objections, and also to ailprise 
him that the applicant had not complied with 
the rule to advertise in the local paper his 
intention to purchase.

Another cliiimpion of the working classes 
has beou airing his eloquence during the 
past week in the city ; Mr J. G. S. Grant 
being no longer to the fore in the good cause.

M’Bliorsoii is the name of the new 
slump orator ; and the (hiardian having 
thought fit to administer a pill to him in the 
sluipo of a smartly-written local in ivliich his 
character was, doubtless coirectly, hold'u]) 
to public vieiv, “ Ta Pliairshon” considered 
liimself aggrieved and slandered— (tliese sort 
of people, somehow or another, alw.ays do 
get slandered and .abused)— and called a 
public meeting in the Octagon to reply to 
and rebut the 'miserable .aspersions. His 
spoecli was of tlio well-known claptrap kind, 
and the four nr five hundred people who had 
assembled to hear it had aljoiit as much con- 
sideration for the M'Phersou’s grievances as 
they used to have for those of his predecessor, 
Mr Grant. The crowd enjoyed (hemsolves

■\vilhout being much influenced by his elo- 
quence. If he is .as successful with his liomo 
audiences as he is with tliose in Dunedin, 
his visit to England to .stop emigration to 
New Tiaaland will bo .about as successful as 
v/oiild be an endeavour to bale out the Moly- 
neux-with a tin-pot.

each. 

Tlie approaching sessions of the Supreme 
Court will be remarkable as having the hea- 
viest list of offenders for trial that has come 
before his Honor Mr Justice Chapman for a 
considerable time. Murder, forgery, em- 
bezzlement, robbery from the person, and 
other serious crimes are all represented, and 
will give His Honor occasion for expressing 
strong regret at the unpleas.mt increase of 
crime which lias marked the last quarter. 
Judge Chapman has hitherto, as a rule, li.ad, 
occasion to congratulate the Province on the 
lightness of the calendars which have come 
before him, and it is to be hoped that the 
; present session will prove quite an exception 
in the serious increase of crime which is 
noticeable.

'True Bills were found by the Grand Jury 
ag.ainst the whole of the prisoners on the list 
with the exception of .lones, who had been com- 
mitted from Mount Ida, on the charge of steal- 
ing a horse, the property of Thom-as Logan. 

SIEAHNO A CHEQUE. 

Henry Keen (30) was indicted for having, on 
the I.fith .lanu.ary, stolen a cheque of .£.37, from 
W'illi,am Grant. The prisoner, who was unde- 
fended, ple.aded Not Guilty. 

The accused was employed by Grant to drive 
some horses from Canterbury to thi.s Province, 
and both of them stayed at the Waimate Hotel, 
on the night of the loth Jiinuary, on their w.ay 
down. They both slept in the same room, and a 
few days after Grant missed a cheque for .£37, 
■ivhich accused knew -was in Grant’s pocket. 
Keen afterwards cashed the cheque, and when 
questioned by the Police made some statements 
to the effect that he had found the cheque in 
another room of the W.aiinatc Hotel.

Dunedin, the sum of £20, by means of a value- 
less cheque. ,Mr S. D, Branson defended the 
prisoner. 

Tho prisoner was introduced to M r Bartleinan 
as Dr Bruce, of the Taieri, and represented him- 
self as a customer of the Taieri branch of the Na- 
tional Bank. He indneed Mr E.artlemau to cash 
his cheque for £20, drawn upon the Taieri Bank. 
The cheque was returned dishonoured by the 
Manager of the Taieri Bank, who stated that the 
prisoner never had any account at that Bank. 

After a few minutes’ deliberation, the Jury 
returned a verdict of Guilty. 

The prisoner then pleaded G nilty to a charge 
of ohLaining goods from Sampson, tailor and 
clothier, Dunedin, by means of a valueless cheque. 

His Honor said it was a melancholy thing to 
see a person in prisoner's station in life, -which 
implied a certain liberal educ,ation, falling into 
crimes of this description. No class of men in 
; the world are so fully aware of the destructive 
coiisequeiices of drimkeimess as medical men, yet 
untortnnately we do see medical men not un- 
frequently falling into intemperate habits. On 
tbe first indictment the sentence of the Court 
would be twelve montlis’ imprisonment, with 
hard labour ; and on the second indictment, im- 
prisonment for six calendar months, with hard 
labour, the second punishment taking place after 
the expiration of the first sentence. 

PERJURY AT THE TAIERI. 

Henry Augustus Campbell, a coloured man, 
was indicted for liaving on tbe 20th February, 
1874, committed wilful and corrupt perjury. 
Mr Stout defended the prisoner. 

The offence wis alleged to have been com- 
mitted at Ontram, in a case bnmgbt against tlie 
prisoner by P. M. Grant and Co. upon a promis- 
sory note. Tho prisoner on that occasion swore 
that he had not signed the note in question. 

After a short consultation, the Jury brought 
in a verdict of Not Guilty. 

E11UEZZLEM1!NT. 

William Stiirrock was chargoil with having, 
on tlie SLh Novemlicr, at Tokomairiro, einbezzleil 
the sura of IGs. 3d. received by him on .account 
of bis employer. Mr Stout defended the pri- 
soner. 

The Jury returned a verdict of “ Not Guilty” 
without retiring from the box. 

Some a])plause took place in Court, on the de- 
livery of this verdict. Two young men were ar- 
rested, null sentenced to twenty-four hours’ im- 
prisonment for contempt of Court. 

The Court then adjour-icd till 10 a.m. next

The Palmer' Eush, 

The Qiiaenalaiid correapondent of the 
Ddily Tiino, writing from Brisbane on . tlie 
19 th March, Bays ... , 

J “ Thera are thousands of your population 
interested in Qold-fields, and they will want 
to know the truth of the recent discoveries 
on the Palmer. It is an indisputable fact 
that the new gold-field comprises a tract of 
auriferous country extending over an area of 
least sixty, miles, long by forty miles wide, 
and strongly suspected of extending farther 
in both directions. There is, also, no doubt 
that payable gold has been found in quan- 
tities sufficient to justify the expectation 
thst the new field will support a considerable 
population for at least a few months. This I 
believe to be all that can be said of which 
there is at present any certainty, and it 
offers no justification for the aenseless rush 
which has taken place to Cooktown from 
every part of Australia. I say advisedly 
“to Cooktown,” for until within the last few 
days the road from that place- to the Palmer 
has been closed by the flood ; and many 
who were, on their way between the two 
places had suffered great hardships, approach- 
ing nearly, and, I fear, in a few instances, 
actually reaching, starvation. Recent official 
telegrams, however, state that the country 
'between the two places, which in Wet wea- 
ther is much of it too rotten for horse traffic, 

' is fast drying up, and some 1500 people -who 
' were either on the road or in camp at the 
month of the Endeavour will soon be at 
work. We may then expect, in the. course 
of another month, to be in a position to draw 
safe conclusions as to the character and pros- 
pects of the Palmer by a comparison of in- 
formation coming from official and private 
sources, as well as from special reporters 
for the Press. Meanwhile, I venture, to ad- 
vise your digging population to wait, pro- 
mising to tell them the truth -whatever it is. 
Meanwhile, they may be saving themselves 
from much loss of time and money, to say 
nothing of possible hardship.” 



The Accident to the Dunstan Coach, 

Lawrence was thrown into a great state of 
commotion on Saturday aftenioon, on the 
arrival of a message from Beaumont with 
-news of a serious accident to Cobb's coach 
from the Duustau, on descending the big 
hill on the west side of the Beaumont. The 
brake gave way, and the coach, which was 
carrying thirteen passengers, including chil- 
dren, w.as precipitated down the hill and up- 
set, seriously injuring several passengers. 
Tlie passengers on board were— Mr Ander- 
son, manager of Bellamy Station, with his 
wife and four children ; Miss Ambridge, 
fr<im Clyde, on a visit to her mother in Dun- 
edin, and six Chinese. Mrs Anderson occu- 
pied the box scat with the driver (William 
Duff). Cobb’s agent de.spatched a coach-and- 
four to the scene of the accident. Dr Halley 
went in the coach, and on arriving at the 
spot found Mrs Anderson’s Oreast bone and 
some of her ribs broken, and that one of her 
chlldrea (a little boy four years old) had re- 
ceived a compound fracture of the leg, and 
had one of his arms broken. One Chinaman 
received a scalp wound which laid his skull 
bare. Another received severe bruises on 
"the face and head. The driver received a 
concussion of the brain, and remained very 
stupid for a considerable time, having lost all 
recollections of the transaction. About nine 
o’clock on Saturday night Dr Halley sent a 
message to Dr Stewart to come to his assis- 
tance, as it would be necessary to amputate 
the boy’s leg. Dr Stewart, accompanied by 
Inspector Thompson, then di'ove to the spot. 
Mrs Anderson and her boy avere taken to 
the house of Mr George Rogers, where every- 
thing was done for them that could be done m 
the circumstances. , At daylight on Sunday 
morning the poor little fellow was placed 
Under chloroform, and had his left leg ampu- 
tated. Tlie little sufferer lost very little 
blood under the operation, which is so far in 
favour of his speedy recovery. The coach 
which Was sent on Saturday evening, re- 
turned yesterday at noon with the driver and 
several of the passengers. Mrs Anderson 
and the boy were brought in by Tommy Pope, 
Dr Halley thinking it would be much better 
for both of them if they were removed to the 
hospibil. On enquiry at tlie hospital this 
morning, we were glad to he informed that 
they were both doing well. Tlie two Cliina- 
men, who received scalp ivoumls and were 
taken to the hospital, appeared to be taking 
It very easy. V/o regret, however, to learn 
that another of Mr Anderson’s children, a 
little girl, ha-s been badly crushed. Dr 
Stewart visited her at the station this morn- 
ing, and found that she had received severe 
injuries to her kidneys. Great sympathy is 
expressed for Mr Anderson in the frightful 
calarnity which has overtaken his family ; 
und it is to he hoped that a searching inves- 
tigation will be made into the reid cause of 
this accident. The following appears to have 
been the manner in which the accident oc- 
curred : — Immediately on commencing the 
descent of the hill, the horses were goiu" at 
a walking pace. The driver placed his foot 
on the brake, which snapped in two, throw- 
ing him_ on to the footboard of the coach, 
thus giving the horses their heads, ami allow- 
ing the full weight of the coach to run on 

® ™i'B6s, who immediately bolted down 
the hill at a mad gallop. It may be remarked 
that tlie horses were without breech ing. The 
driver regained his seat and endeavoured to 
team straight. One of the wheelers 
at the same time was kicking, and caused tlie 
coach to swerve to one side. On reaching 
the bottom of the steep hill, on' nearly level 
grruind, the kingbolt c.amo out, separating 
1ue tors carriage from the body of the eu.ach. 



Tho horses then Bnlt'act' Vith the foi'c-ctir- 
riage, tho coach toppling ovordown hill, turn- 
ing completely over in a forward direction, 
The leaders, who were gallupping a good dis- 
tance ahead, came in contact with the team 
of Mr. M'Gawn’s waggon, the same which 
went over the bridge at Manuka Creek some 
time back,.- dragging the harness off the 
horses, and causing the team to take fright, 
which resulted in tho breaking of the shafts 
and twisting of the axle of the waggon, and 
doing other damage , — Tiiapeka Times. 

The Jintce Herald supplies the following ad- 
ditional particulars : — “ Mrs Anderson went 
on to the box seat at Roxburgh, having 
changed seats with her husband. Had thero 
been a man on the box with the driver instead 
of a female, tho accident niight have been 
avoided, as there was another break bar on 
the near aide, but Mrs Anderson was not 
able to use it, and consequently, after pro- 
ceeding a few yards, the fore-carriage came 
away, and the coach made a complete jump 
over, and roljed on to the paasengora — ^the 
horses running their niad career with the 
fort-carnage, and shortly coming in contact 
with tho leaders of a loaded waggon, which 
was going up, the hill. Tlioy rau completely 
between the waggon leaders, tearing the har- 
ness from them, and turning them completely 
round, and the driver, who was on the wag- 
gon box, whipping up the Shatters, contrived 
to avoid a capsBo, but the waggon was pulled 
completely round and had two shafts broken 
and one axle bent. Mrs Anderson, who was 
BO severely injured, is near her confinement. 
As to the cause of the sad affair, there is no 
doubt the breaking of the brake vi'as the first 
cause, but to the want of breeching on tho 
shafters is, no doubt, due some part of it, as 
once the brake failed to work, the horses be- 
came unmanageable, where;vs had there been 
breeching, the shafters would have had some 
power to check the fearful speed of the coach ; 
and it is to he hoped this and other similar 
accidents will have the effect of the company 
using breeching on hilly roafis. Mr Chaplin 
is always willinf/ to allow the drivers to uso 
breeching, but in future he ought to insist 
upon it.” 

An Awkward Predicament.- ■ 

A correspondent of the Manning River A'eics 
sends the Sydney Murni/uj Herald the fol- 
lowing account of a very unpleasant trip from 
Cape Hawke : — ^The Water Witch, d small 
vessel, crossed the bar' with the intention of 
testing her sailing capabilities previous to her 
going on her first.voy-age to Sydney. It was 
intended to be absent only a few hours, so 
many ))ersons availed themselves of enjoying 
the sea breeze— little - thinking when they 
went on board that they would be compelled 
to remain out at sea for eight days, and 
ninu’ly starved to death in the bargain. After 
being out a short time it 'was discovered that 
the “ W'itch” could not bear up against the. 
wind, owing to her not having sufficient bal- 
last on board, and she drifted fast to lee- 
ward. There were twmnty-four persons on 
board (including three ladles and seven nr 
eight children) w ith scarcely three chavs’ pro- 
visions. On the morning of the third day 
the prospects began to look exccedinglv 
gloomy — the gale still blowing from tlie S.W. 
as strong as ever, with little appearance of 
its abating. Bv this time all on board saw 
the iioces.slty of going on short lutions, and 
it ivas arranged that only one .biscuit per clay 
should he the allowance as long as the bis- 
cuits lasted— which by this were getting ex- 
ceedingly low. On the fifth day the .sun 
made its appearance, which gladdened the 
hearts of all on board, especially those of the 
ladies and children. j A-n observation wo-s 
then taken, when it was found the vessel had 
been 100 or 120 miles- east of the Bellinger 
River. One of the crew caught a jiorpoise, 
which was cut up, cooked, and greedily de- 
voured with a relish that no epicure ever en- 
joyed. The wind at last veered about to the 
H-E,, and after about thirty liouis’ sail, Cape 
Hawke Heads became visible early on tiie 
eighth day. The privations those on board 
underwent told severely ou all, especially tho 
-ivomcn and children.

On the last voyage of the Victoria steamer 
from Melbourne to Sydney, One of the steer- 
age paessngers gave birth to a child, and the 
cabin passengers subscribed £10, and pre- 
sented it to tho mother, 

A monster picnic of tho employes of the 
traffic branch of the A'^ictoriaii Railway De- 
partment took place at iloimt Macedon on 
March 1, Sunday being tlie only day on which 
they all could get away from their duties. 

Education in South Australia dries not 
show advantageously in official statistics. 
According to the late census, out of a total 
population of 185,000 there were 12,000 chil- 
dren between the ages of 7 anti 15 unable to 
read and write. 

Tho Pastoral Times reports that a squatter 
on the Castlereagh River went to Glenn 
limes to see his brother, whom he had not 
met for 36 years.
